Of course 
they will attempt, as unsual, to buy 
a few choree crops in the different 
communities from influential farm- 
ers, and thereby cause a rush of to- 
bacco to tfie Owenshoro market.

Also, don’t 
you know when these oily tonged 
representatives of the trust come 
to your barnes and offer; you better 
prices than usual, that it is done for 
the purpose of buying your influence 
and using the same against ycur 
neighbors who are organized for the 
purpose of securing profitable prices 
not only for tobacco, but for all pro- 
ducts of the farm.

The decision as to the type of can- 
al marks an important period 
in the work and is just as well to 
censider at this moment what 
has already been accomplished. In 
the first pla<& the isthmus has been 
cleaned up as it was never thought 
possible to do it. In fact the work 
of the sanitary corps under Col. 
Groges has been as important, as the 
digging of the canal itself. For the 
sanitation of the Isthmus has made 
it a habitable strip. The French 
tried to do the canal work without 
the preliminary sanitation and failed 
utterly. Of course partisan critics 
will profess themselves skeptical of 
the amount of work actually done. 
But the records of the war Depart- 
ment state the following as some of 
the things accomplished. A sewer 
system has been advised for the 
town of Panama and is half complet- 
ed. The town is being paved with 
brick for the easier cleaning and 
policing, and there has been installed 
a complete system of water works so 
that for the first time in three cen- 
turies the inhabitants will have good 
drainage and a pure drinking supply. 
There will be three other water sys- 
tems necessasy, one for the Culehra, 
one Empire and a third for Cristobal 
and Colon. All these are under way. 
By cleaning the towns and killing 
the mosquitoes, the yellow fever 
cases have been reduced from 61 in 
July to 3 in October. There are 
now 13,000 laborers on the ground 
and the rate of sickness in only 25 
per 1,000 which would be considered 
moderate in a northern climate.

In the line of actual construction 
the Uuited States inherited the un- 
finished French work which consist- 
ed of fifteen miles of sea level canal 
at the North end and five miles at the 
South.

MAKING CELLULOID. 

Process Is Secret and Injurious 
To Health of 
Workmen. 

Celluloid is a chemical .substance 
made mainly of paper ond crude 
camphor to imitate ivory, tortoise 
shell, coral, amber, glass, &c. Con- 
siderable secrecy is maintained by 
the makers of celluloid as to their 
respective methods of manufacture 
but apart from dye stutfsand acid it 
may be said to consist of about equal 
quantities of paper and camphor. 

The process of its making is not 
a complicated one. although it is one 
that is i ghly injurious to the health 
of those employed in handling the 
ingredients. The working men are 
compelled 10 wear clothing of rubber 
and invariably bear traces of the 
strong action of the chemicals used, 
thc’r faces operation corpselike and 
ghastly. Thetirst operation in the 
manufacture of celluloid is the pre- 
paration of the paper, which is com- 
posed of cotton and birch wood. 

This made it is wound upon a 
hollow spindle holding several hun- 
dred yards in length. A roll of the 
paper is slowly unwound being atu- 
rated with a mixture of five parts of | 
sulphuric acid and two parts of nitric- 
acid which falls upon it in a fine 
spray. This changes the celluloid 
of the paper into propylin guncot- 
ton. The excess of the acid is ex- 
pelled by pressure and the papers 
washed. It is then ground to a pulp > 
and bleached. 

After thoroughly drying the pulp 
there is added to it a proportion of 
comphor. This done by carefully 
weighing, mixing the two ingredi- 
ents thoroughly and pressing in can- 
vas jackets between plates. It is at 
this point that the dye matter is ad- 
ded to make the celluloid any desir- 
ed color. In the next operation the 
mixture is subjected to the grinding 
and pressure of masticators. These 
machines are simply heavy iron rol- 
lers about four feet long, geared to- 
gether 4 m inward. Asthegrin- 
les the mass become 



more and more homogeneous and 
nearer to the finished appearance of 
celluloid. 

It is then taken front the mastica- 
tors in the form of huge sheets, 
eight feet by four feet in size and 
one inch thick. These sheets are 
piled one on top of the other until 
they fill a heavy iron box. which , 
latter is run under a steam heated 
hydraulic press, where it remains 
under enormous pressure for about 
two hours. This is done for the 
purpose of welding the superimpos- 
ed sheets together in the form of a 
solid cake. 

On removal the big celluloid cake 
is cut into sheets of the desired 
thickness. This may vary from one- 
thousandth of an inch to a full inch 
or more according to the variety of 
goods into which the material is to 
be worked. After cutting the sheet 
are hung up in drying rooms six or 
seven months to "season,'” celluloid 
having the peculiar warping qualti- 
ties of wood if worked up without 
due regard to this fact. 

From the seasoning rooms the 
sheets go to the various departments 
of the factory. Those taken to the 
novelty department are cut, turned 
and pressed into any number of 
fancy articles. The smaller articles 
are cut out of the sheets of celluloid 
while cold, then dipped into cold 
water, bent and shaped, and plunged 
into cold water again to retain their 
shape. The comb manufacture is 
simpler than with hard rubber. 
The teeth are stamped out with dies 
either by hand or machinery, and 
are then polished with cold water 
and pumice stone. Combs are cut 
from sheets of "amber,” “tortoise 
shells" and “Ivory” celluloid. All 
three of these compositions are care- 
fully made, and the imitations of 
the genuine substance are so faith- 
ful as frequently to pass through 
the hands of experts undetected.

An interesting test took place at 
the naval proving ground at Indian 
Head the other day in continuation 
of the series of experiments begun 
last March to determine the resisting 
power of the Tenness 'e class of arm- 
ored cruisers under the attack of 
projectiles loaded with various is 
of cxplamves. The six and eight 
iuch guns were used in the test, the 
striking velocity of the projectiles 
being those corresponding to ranges 
from 3,000 to 5,000 yards. The tar-

1 plete. The results were on the 
whole extremely satisfactory as re- 
gards the design of the ship. The 
i damage done by »he bursting shells 
was localized within the compart- 
ment where the explosion took place 
and while the damage to both per- 
sonnel and material within the com- 
i partment would undoutedly have 
been very great, the ship as a whole 
would have been intact at the close 
of the firing. 

As a final test, a 12-inch shell was 
exploded within a close compart- 
ment just above the armored deck. 
The local effect of that was consider- 
able, hut the armored deck was not | 
penetrated. 

The test was witnessed by a num- j 
ber of officers of the navy and the 
army, including the chiefs of the 
naval bureaus of ordinance and 
equipment, the acting chief ofbu-| 
reau of construction and repair and 
the acting chiefs or erdinnance und 
antillery of the army.

As cheese 
should only be cooked long enough 
on top of a dish and perhaps slight 
ly brown it, it is better to wait un- 
til the dish is utmost cooked before 
sprinkling on the layer of cheese or 
to put it on after taking from the 
oven, says the Cleveland Leader.

gt ave. and a l t he present t ime t lc* 
lust Tuesday after Pentecost is 
set apart as his day. 

"Thousands of those afilicted 
with St. Vitus dance visit his 
shrine on that day. Those w ho are 
so ill as to he unable to attend are 
represented by their relatives, 
ami this representation is said to 
be jis efficacious us a personal pil_ 
gi image. • ^ 

"Pop two or three days before 
the day of the pilgrimage all thu 
railroads running to the little vil- 
lage where the shrine is located 
were erowded. The inns and 
kneipen d-d an enormous busi- 
ness, (.in the morning of the trip 
to the cliun-h fuly 20.11(10 afilicted 
persons or relatives of sufferers 
formed a line about half a mile 
from the church. It was an inspir 
ing sight. Ten abreast they 
formed, those in each ten holding 
hands. Many bands of music ac- 
companied the procession, which 
started at a given signal. 

“lo tin* tune of a sacred march 
the procession proceeded on its 
way. the pilgrims marching slow 
ly with a sort of dance step. Four 
steps forward ami two backward, 
iii rhythmic motion, tin y made the 
half inib- to the church in a short 
time. The entrance to the church 
was made with the greatest rover 
i nee, and before the altar, in a me- 
tallic casket, lay the corpse of the 
saint, who has been dead for cen- 
turies. The casket was opened 
enough to permit a view of the 
body, being provided with hinges 
for l hat purpose. 

"Each passer looked ii|w>n the 
sacred corpse upon the altargenu- 
tleeting and muttering prayers 
ami making the sign of the cross 
rapidly several times. After all 
had viewed the coffin the pilgrim- 
age was over.”
